News Brief: 
County Fair Set 
for July 18-21 


The Crawford County Fair Board has set July 18, 19, 
20, and 21 as the date for the 1990 Crawford County Fair, 

The carlicr fair date was selected because Arnold 
Amusements, which provided the carnival and rides last 
year, is unavailable during the month of August. Because 
there are so few carnival companics available in August, 
the fair board opted for the carlier date. 

This carlier date will limit the agricultural displays. For 
this reason, the fair board is considering plans for a 
‘Harvest Day” to be held in late August or early Septem- 
ber. Harvest Day would give those people whose entries 
are not ready in time for the early date an opportunity to 
display their entries and participate in the enjoymentof a 
county fair. 

This year’s fair will give cveryone an opportunity to 
see all the new changes in the looks of the fairgrounds, In 
the planning stages are a new bascball diamond, two 
soccer ficlds, a permanent covered pavilion, an improved 
viewing arca for the motocross track, and improved 
parking facilities. 

The fair board presented a plaque to Barry McCla- 
hahan at its January meeting in recognition of his support 
of the Crawford County Fair, McClanahan owns Bear's 
Country Inn, which provides the board with its monthly 
mecting place, The board has been meeting monthly since 
fate last year planning this year’s fair.

Proceeds from the dinner will be used to assist the 
animal shelters of both Crawford and Roscommon coun- 
tics. 
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Drug Treatment Admissions Rise 


The number of Crawford County residents admitted to drug 
treatment facilities through the Northern Michigan Substance 
Abuse Services (NMSAS) rose to 130 in 1989. This increased 
from 63 Crawford County residents admitted during 1988 and 
the problem is getting worse. 

Dennis M. Priess, NMSAS Exccutive Director, during a sum- 
mary of NMSAS’s Annual Report to the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners last Thursday, stated that the county 
was going to sce even greater numbers of admissions in the 
future. Priess stated there have already been 55 Crawford 
County residents admitted for drug treatment or a casefinding 
service during the first quarter of fiscal year 1990 and at the 
present rate he estimated there could be more than 200 admis- 
sions for 1990, 

Priess also said that 25 percent of the persons [rom Crawford 
County admitted for drug treatment fall into the 17 and under 
age group, which is slightly higher than the regional avemye. 

Ninety percent of the persons admitted from Crawford County 
were men, but Priess said a dramatic shit ii these percentages 
isoccurring, Inthe first three months of Hacal year L290, male 
admissions have drapped to 65 percent ind fennle ndinbasions 
increased to 35 percent, 


Alcohol remains the primary drug of abuse for which inpa- 
tient treatrnentis sought. In Crawford County 84 percent of all 
admissions are for alcohol dependency. 

While overall admissions dropped slightly from 1988, the 
annual report states that admissions for hallucinogens in- 
creased to nearly 12 percent of all reatment admissions. Priess 
said marijuana addiction accounted for most of this increase. 

According to the report, in 1989, nearly 62 percent of all 
clientsadmitted into treatment and casefinding services were 
first time admissions and only 12 1/2 percent of those persons 
admitted had histories of previous multiple admissions. 

So we are really not sceing a revolving door situation,” said 
Priess. “Most of our admissions are first time admissions.” 

NMSAS receives most of its referrals from the criminal 
justice system, but Pricess said sclf-referral is their second 
highest referral source. He said the increase in self-referrals 
reflect greater public awareness both by the abuser, that help is 
out there, and by the abuser’s family, friends and employers. 

NMSAS receives its funding from the Office of Substance 
Abuse Services (a federal program) and the Convention Facil- 
iy Development Fund (Liquor Tax). A new project which

2-Car Accident Kills 
Local Man and Youth 


A traffic accident claimed the lives of two Crawford County 
residents last Thursday, February 22, and injured two other 
Grayling residents. 

Julius Aponoves, 76, driver of onc of the vehicles, was dead 
at the scene and Paul David Dunham, 18, a passenger in the 
second car driven by his brother, died while in route to Mercy 
Hospital. Jay Thomas Dunham, 17, and Kenneth Fraley, 18, 
the another passenger in the Dunham car, were taken by 
ambulance to Grayling Mercy Hospital. 


As of Monday moming, Jay Dunham was a patient in 
Grayling Mercy Hospital's Critical Care Unit, listed in stable 
condition. Fraley was released from the hospital on Friday, 
February 23, 

The accident occurred when Jay Dunham, driving caston M- 
72 East at about 12:12 p.m., fost control of his car on the 


slippery pavement. The vehicle crossed broadside into the 
westbound lane hitting the front of the Aponoves vehicle. The 
Aponoves vehicle struck the Dunham car on the left side 
behind the driver. Paul Dunham was sitting in the back scat on 
the driver’s side when the colJision occurred. Aponoves was 
alone in his vehicle. 

According to police records neither the drivers or the passcn- 
gers were wearing seatbelts at the time of the accident, Officers 
al the scene reported that the highway was covered with 
between 1/4 and 1/2 inch of slush and, although visibility was 
considered fair, a wet heavy snow was falling. 

The accident is still under investigation, A spokesman for 
the Crawford County Sheriff Dept. said alcohol was not a 
contributing factor to the accident.

923 Tons Recycled Last Year 
At Crawford-Otsego Center 


One million, eight hundred forty seven thousand, four hundred 
and forty pounds of paper, cardboard, and metal was not buried 
at the Crawford-Otsego Landfill last year, 

Instead, the 923.72 tons of what some people used to call 
junk was recycled and put back into the materials marketplace 
by the Crawford-Otscgo Recycling Center. 

The Recycling Center, which is also located at the Crawford- 
Otsego Landfill in the northern partof Maple Forest Township, 
made significant gains in recycling in 1989, 

The Recyching Center officially opened on Sept. 7, 1988, 
with ribbon-cutting ceremonics to help introduce to local 
residents the importance of recycling, said John Miller, the 
Executive Director of the Crawford-Otscgo Landfill & Recy- 
cling Center. 


The Recycling Center started operations with a single up- 
right baler used to bundle corrugated cardboard and newsprint, 
The cardboard and newsprint had to be hand-sorted and carried 
to the baler. The baler could produce about 3-4 bales of 
newsprint or cardboard a day. 

Atthe end of 1988, the Recycling Center had recycled 84.6 
tons of corrugated cardboard and newsprint in addition to 
223.8tonsof metals, The total of recycled items was 308.4 tons 
for 1988. 

In 1989, the volume of items to recycle increased at the 
center due to educating the public and distributing recycling 
containers around the two counties, said Miller, The Recycling 
Center building was enlarged to provide more room for sorting

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Millages for New 
Elementary Placed 
On June Ballot 


Residents in the Crawford-AuSable School District will be 
asked to approve a bond issue on June 11th for the construction 
of a new elementary school. 

The school election ballot will contain two requests. The 
first request will ask voters to approve a one mill increase to 
pay for the $5.5 million construction project. The second 
proposal will ask voters to approve a one and one-half to two 
mill increase to finance the operational expenses of the new 
elementary school, Collection of the second proposal wil! not 
begin until the new school is opened in 1991-92, 

School Superintendent Kent Reynolds stated that both re- 
quests must be approved before construction of the new school 
will begin. He said the Board wants to open and operate the 
building once it is constructed. 

The construction project includes the following five compo- 
nents: 

(1) Construction of a new elementary school for grades K- 
2 at the Grayling Elementary/football field site attached to the 
Grayling Elementary School by a central kitchen and separate 
cafeterias, Construction of appropriate playground and park- 
ing spaces and a bus traffic lane for both buildings. 

(2) Modification of the Grayling Elementary School for 
grades 3-5 with expansion of office space, improvement of 
ventilation, energy efficiency improvements and construction 
of appropriate playground and parking spaces. 

(3) Improvements to the Frederic Elementary School includ- 
ing walls to enclose open classrooms, a new roof for the old 
section of the building, energy efficiency improvements and 
playground and parking improvements. 

(4) The relocation of the football field and track to the high 
school site. 

(5) Repair of the high school parking lot. 

The site next to the Grayling Elementary School was sc- 
lected because it offered cost efficiency in busing patterns, 
food service operations and the opportunity for the sharing of 
personnel to both elementary levels. 

Locating both elementary schools on one site will allow for 
complete separation of bus and car traffic. This will climinatc 
the scrious congestion problem that occurs Monday through 
Friday as parents, Dial-a-Ride buses and school busses vie for 
space in front of the Grayling Elementary School to deposit 
school children. It will also allow construction of bus pickup 
and drop off areas completely removed from hospital traffic 
areas. 

Reynolds said both of these changes will greatly improve 
student and traffic safety. 

According to the Infrastructure Committee, the cost of 
relocating the football field and track will nearly be offset by 
savings in sewage disposal, water supply, food service opera-

His pride wouldn't allow him to 
accept the charity of neighbors and strangers, they told 
me. 

Take her to the shelter, he said. TF can’t afford to keep 
heranymore. So they took her, It made them sad, but they 
did it--- reluctantly. They both understand that doing the 
sad things often gocs with the job. Yet they persist. 

Butit’sareal shame that these things happen, they said, 
because pets are sometimes the only companions that 
elderty and low income people have, 

“She has the nicest, sweetest nature you could hope 
for,” said Crawford County Deputy Marge Mathew, 
“You don'teven know she's around mostofthe ume. She 
rides with me on my rounds. She just wants to be there 
with you. And she is excellent with children.” 

“Yes,” said her partner Dixie Lobsinger, “all the kids 
in his neighborhood played with her, And she always 
stayed in his yard. She never wandered anywhere,” 

Now this is her reward for being a good companion, a 
good pet, a good dog, She must wait al the animal shelter 
for somebody else who is lonely for a good companion, 
a good pet, a good dog. Or clse she waits for cuthanasia 
day atthe shelter. Whichever comes first.

Engler race: Sound familiar? 


NOW THAT STATE SEN. John Engler has stepped out 
from behind the cloak of non-candidacy and formally an- 
nounced he is running for governor, the campaign pace in 
Michigan certainly will accelerate a bit. 

The legislature is in session, and in his dual role of candidate 
and majority leader of the state senate, Mr, Engler’s every 
action and proclamation will be subjected lo the fine screening 
of political analysis. 

A similar dual role is held by Mr. Engler’s probable oppo- 
nent in November, incumbent Democratic Gov, James Blan- 
chard, He, too, will combine the dutics of office with the 
necessities of campaigning, although Mr, Blanchard has not 
formally announced he will run again, That announcement is 
only a matter of time, 

* % . 

THE TENOR OF THE CAMPAIGN sceims to be taking 
form rightoff the bat. Ina pre-announcement Ictter to backers, 
Mr, Engler went up and down Mr. Blanchard’s cight-ycar 
record in office, pointing with alarm: 

“Unemploymentis up: Michigan's jobless rate is the highest 
of any industrial state, Dropout rates are up, Welfare spending 
isup. Crime is up. Property taxes arc up. Pollution is up.” 

“New Manufacturing jobs are down, Education scores are 
down, Business confidence in Michigan’s economy is down,” 

Mr. Engleralso faulted Mr, Blanchard’s tenure as head of the 
state bureaucracy: “Phere are 8,000 more employces on the 
state payroll since Blanchard took office, and thousands more 
on contracts,” Mr, Engler claims, for example. 

Mr. Blanchard, meanwhile, expresses pride in his role as 
Michigan's governor. He sees things quite differently, as 
could be expected, and as pointed out by his State of the State 
message, for one example, and on almost any other occasion 
when Mr, Blanchard finds himselfin the midstofthrec or more 
volers. 


* * * 


ALL OF THIS MAY have arather familiar ring, [sounds 
something like George Bush running against Michael Dukakis 
acouple of years ago. Mr. Dukakis, as a sitting governor, as 1s 
Mr. Blanchard, spelled out all the glorious things he did for his 
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slate, 

Mr, Bush, as a long-time capital politician, somewhat remi- 
niscent of Mr, Engler’s own 20 years on the scene in Lansing, 
decried his opponent's record in the statehouse and pointed to 
his own experience and expertise in governmental affairs, as 
docs Mr, Engler, 

In fact, one of Mr. E:ngler’s qualifications, spelled out in his 
letter to backers, is his connection to Mr. Bush: “President 
Bush is a good friend of many years.” 

Then, too, Mr. Engler is leaning heavily on television to get 
his message across. Along with his formal announcement 
strategy, he unveiled television commercials which picture 
Mr. Engler as all things to all people --- workers, elderly, 
children... ah, especially children. Mr, Bush, of course, relied 
heavily on television advertising, too, 

Could there be an Engler TV spot in. the future related to 
prisons? Probably not with a Willic Horton, but perhaps 
something about one line in the Engler Ictler to supporters, 
claiming that —- among other deficiencies of the Blanchard 
administration in Lansing --- “the govemor’s prison warden 
fost the jail keys ...” 


¥ * * 


ONE OF MR. ENGLER’S lesistative proposals is a bid to 
require debates among all gubernatorial candidates who accept 
public funding of their campaigns, which will include both Mr, 
Engler and Mr. Blanchard. 

‘The Engler bill could require tots of debates; usually there 
are three or four, and that’s all, That’s probably cnough, too, 
It's doubtful the Engler bill will make itthrough the legislature, 
or survive the governor’s approval... which is probably just as 
well, 

Mr, Engler may not have a clear shot at the Republican 
nomination, A General Motors engincer from Grosse Pointe 
named John Lauve, who has becn active in tax-cut politics, has 
anngsinced he, too, willrun. He probably won't get far, and 
may even drop by the wayside fora different localized race. 

All in all, it looks like a great year ahead for Michigan 
political junkies,

and storage. 

The Recycling Center distributed containers at the Gaylord 
High School, Gaylord South Maple School, Gaylord Opportu- 
nity Center, Corwith ‘Township, and Vanderbilt: in Otsego 
County. In Crawford County, containers have been placed at 
Lovells, South Branch, Beaver Creek, and in the back parking 
lot of the Chief Shoppenagons Hotel in Grayling. 

A vehicle from the Recycting Ceater picks up full containers 
and takes the materials back to the center for sorting and baling. 

In 1989, the center recycled 605.78 tons of corrugated 
cardboard and newsprint as well as 317.94 tons of scrap metals 
from appliances and other items at the landfill, 

Miller said he is expecting a large volume of tems to recycle 
in 1990. A horizontal baler has been purchased with a con- 
veyor system attachment. The new horizontal bater is ox- 
pected to produce 4 bales of recyclable items an hour, The 
horizontal baler will be used on cardboard and plastics, leaving 
the upright baler for computer paper and newsprint, A con- 
veyor has been assembled for the upright baler lo speed its 
operation. 

“The Crawford-Otsego Recycling Center has played a very 
important part in educating the public in recycling,” said 
Miller. “We offer tours to the public and are available to 
answer any questions that the public may have on what the 
center will or will not accept for recycling.” 

Miller said the Recycling Center takes newsprint, computer 
paper, all types of plastics, and scrap metal, More containers 
are available for placement in the county. Ideally, the contain- 
ers should be placed at an area where some kind of control can 
be maintained over the materials being dumped in the big bins. 
One person dumping trash into a container for paper can ruin 
the paper and it can’t be recycled.
